An  eagerly  awaited  event  of  the  year  was  the  District  IV  Vocal  Festival  held  at 
Madison  College  in  Harrisonburg.  We  spent  quite  an  enjoyable  day  listening  to  other 
Glee  Clubs  and  soloists  and  performing  ourselves.  The  judge’s  criticism  of  our  work 
was  very  helpful  and  stimulating. 

Last  but  not  least  we  sang  for  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  and  for  graduation. 

We  feel  that  we  have  had  a  most  enjoyable  year  and  have  made  a  worthwhile 
contribution  to  the  school.

The  Band  was  organized  in  September  with  a  membership  of  thirty-six,  twenty  of  whom  were 
beginners.

The  month  of  March  found  the  band  starting  upon  a  series 
of  concerts  to  be  presented  in  the  nine  communities  whose  grade  schools  feed  into  F.  H.  S.  An  invitation 
was  received  for  the  first  time  to  attend  the  Apple  Blossom  Festival.  After  the  Community  Concerts,  the 
band  set  to  work  on  a  Spring  Festival  Concert,  to  be  presented  shortly  before  the  close  of  school. 

The  band  set  out  this  year  on  a  very  ambitious  six-year  program  which  it  hopes  will  develop  a  75- 
piece  concert  band  which  will  be  one  of  the  outstanding  bands  in  the  state  of  Virginia.  The  Fairfax  High 
School  Area  Band  Association  was  organized,  consisting  of  a  band  committee  in  each  of  the  nine  com¬ 
munities  we  serve,  and  a  "Booster”  Club  for  the  High  School. 

An  eighth  grade  band  was  organized  for  the  first  time,  and  each  of  the  nine  elementary  schools  had 
a  band  organized  immediately  after  Christmas  vacation.  With  the  tremendous  progress  shown  by  the 
High  School  band  and  a  wealth  of  talent  coming  up  from  the  grade  schools  our  school  can  look  forward 
to  having  an  excellent  band  in  the  not-too-distant  future.
